Federal Projects 
For Duration 


Building and construction trades 
unions of the American Federation 
of Labor signed an agreement this 
week with the government to 
stabilize wages on federal construc- 
tion for the duration of the war. 

The building trade announcement 
was made shortly after President 
Roosevelt voiced opposition to in- 
dividual companies granting pay 
rises that were out of line with na- 
tional wage stabilization policies. 

The building trade agreement, 
affecting 1,500,000 members of 19 
unions in the building construction 
industry was the first covering na- 
tional labor organizations under 
the law providing machinery for 
wage stabilization. 

A memorandum signed by gov- 
ernment agencies in charge of war 
building and the construction 
workers said the action was taken 
to combat “the danger of drastic 
inflation due to the rapid and un- 
controlled increase in prices of 
commodities.” 

The stabilization formula pro- 
vides that “wage rates paid under 
collective bargaining in effect on 
July 1, 1942, shall remain in effect 
for a period of at least one year” 
from that date, subject to revision 
if found to be inadequate because:

Treasury Springs 
Another Surprise 


Last Thursday the treasury 
sprang another surprise. It sent to 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee a request for legislation provid- 
ing that a portion of the wages of 
every worker in the land be de- 
ducted by employers and turned 
into the treasury, where credit will 
be given on 1942 taxes. The check- 
off would start July 1. 

The deduction suggested by the 
treasury is 10 per cent. For single 
men this applies on all they earn 
above $11 a week. 

Married men are allowed $26 a 
week, plus $8.50 for each dependent 
before the deduction becomes ef- 
fective.

known as the army “A” award, to be conferred upon war production 
plants and workers conspicuous for outstanding performance in 
army production. 

The award will comprise an army “A” flag for the manufacturing 
plant and a specially designed lapel button for each worker in 
that plant. 

Robert P. Patterson, undersecretary of war, appointed an army 
board for production awards to formulate policies and rules govern- 
ing the awards, and to make the final selection of award recipients. 
Members of this board include: Lieutenant General William F, Knud- 
sen, Major General Charles M. Wesson, Brigadier General Bennett 
E. Myers, Edward F. McGrady, special assistant to the undersecre- 
tary of war; A. R. Glancy, and J. E. Harrell. 

The award to workers in industry, which is presented simultane- 
ously with the flag award to the plant, is an octagonal lapel button. 
This button depicts an aroused American eagle in gold, enclosed in a 
blue field within a white ring, which in turn is encircled by eight, 
joined red bars. Superimposed on the top portion of the device is a 
gold capital letter “A,” and on the lower red portion are the words 
“War Work” in gold. 

All plants engaged in war department production and construc- 
tion are eligible for army “A” awards. 

Quality and quantity of production in the light of available facili- 
ties will be the factors that will govern the board in selecting 
recipients for the awards. Other factors to be weighed will include: 
(1) Overcoming of production obstacles; (2) Avoidance of stop- 
pages; (3) Maintenance of fair labor standards; (4) Training of 
additional labor forces; (5) Effective management; (6) Record on 
accidents, health, sanitation, and plant protection; (7) Utilization of 
subcontracting facilities.

Union Sweeps Election At 
Millionaire’s Elmira 
Typewriter Plant 


A smashing new victory was won 
recently by the international asso- 
ciation of machinists in its long 
and bitter battle with James H. 
Rand, Jr., labor-hating head of the 
Remington-Rand corporation. 


In a national labor relations 
board election at the company’s 
typewriter plant in Elmira, N. Y., 
the machinists swept the boards by 
a vote of 2,519 to 802. The I. A. M, 
triumphed, in the fact of years of 
intimidation by the management. 

Meanwhile, the machinists are 
also pressing a court fight against 
Rand for failure to reinstate about 
400 out of 4,000 strikers whom the 
supreme court ordered rehired fol- 
lowing a walkout in 1936. Contempt 
proceedings against Rand are 
pending before the U. S. circuit 
court of appeals in New York.

) WON'T YOU LISTEN TO ME? 


Pm your postman! You know, the man you see in your neighborhood a couple of times a day 
+--the man who has watched your kids grow up and who has a friendly pat for your pup and 
who has, once in a while, gone out of his way to do you a favor. Remember me? 


F'm the guy who gets cold and wet in your service in the winter and lugs your mail in the heat 
of a September day and doesn't seem to mind. And right now I like to feel that I’m sort of 
valuable in this country’s war effort, too, because I know that speed and elocklike perfection 
of service to vital mail are essential. I give it that service...the same sort of service you get 
at your door...and I'm kinda proud of my uniform. 


Bo I think you know I’m not just a machine. I’ve got a family to feed and kids to raise and 
educate into the sort of an American J try to be. I have all of the human needs and problems 
that you have. And one of them, right now, is money. 


You see, I've been working for the same pay since 1925. That's seventeen years without a raise, 
I even took a cnt in 1933 and it was quite a while before that was re-instated. A 30-day pays 
less furlough I took in '34 never was refunded. And now the cost of living is up 15 to 20 per 
cent... but I’m still paid 1925 wages. 


I'm not tax exempt. I get no time-and-a-half for the overtime I usually do every week. I’m 
expected to contribute more to charity than most working men who get a lot more pay than I 
do. And don’t let anybody tell you that I'll retire some day on a fat pension. When I have to 
lay down my mailbag it will be on a small annuity that I’m buying now... just the way you 
are buying your social security. 


So what can I do...right now... about this business of a pay raise that I need so badly? Not 
a thing...except appeal to you. I can’t strike and I wouldn't want to if I could. I have no 
recourse in arbitration, mediation or negotiation. Those ways aren’t legally open to me. No, it’s 
entirely up to you. YOU are the government. YOU are my employer. You, through Congress 
and the President, are the only one who can help me, Won't you do that? 


Look! I'm not asking for anything that will cost you one penny. Each year there is s postal 
surplus. All the raise that I want eam come out of that surplus... without leaving a deficit. 
There'll be no taxation for my sake, no inerease in postal rates. 


And Pil tell you this frankly. There are a lot of us...the younger carriers and elerke... who 
are beginning to see no future in postal service. There's little enough chance for advancement 
anyway, and with wages and living costs what they are today those younger men are turning to 
other, better-paying jobs for the sake of their families. I 
can’t blame them...but it does mean even more work 
for me and it’s sure to mean a lowered standard of mail 
service for you.

tions coming in that definitely 
have to do with union-management 
relations. This is directly contrary 
to the first impressions received by 
the union officials. 

If the labor-management plan 
discusses and recommends sugges- 
tions dealing with company-union 
relations then such plan is sup- 
planting the union in its rightful 
and contractual position. In such 
cases the plan reverts back to the 
old employe committee which oper- | 
ated in the plant prior to unioniza- | 
tion in 1937. i 

Voting on this particular labor- | 
management plan seems to us to) 
be controlled by the company offi- 
cials in nearly all respects. First, | 
the company itself, out of the em- 
ployes selected by the different de- 
partments, hand-picked those} 
employes who were to sit on the 
main or central committee ... as 
well as appointing their own repre- 
sentatives. It is a well-known and 
accepted fact that an employe sit- 
ting on a plant committee is in an 
unfavorable position in many re- 
spects insofar as actual participa- 
tion is concerned. That’s 
unions were born. Further, the 
company has more representatives 
than any union has members on 
the central committee ... and for 
many reasons, one of which is the 
fact that both CIO and AFL union 
members are serving, maintains 
that control. 

Don’t mistake! As yet we are 
neither condemning or praising this 
labor-management plan. We are 
extremely skeptical, naturally. If 
the plan functions as first related 
to us, then fine and dandy. Even 
then the company will get all of 
the “gravy” ... in increased pro- 
duction and lower manufacturing 
costs. 

If on the other hand the plan ts 
used as a pawn to force organied 


labor into accepting unfair pro- 
posals then we say . . “thumbs 
down!”
